A  MANUFACTURING  center  cannot  grow  up  any¬ 
where.  There  are  many  small  towns  which 
k  offer  free  sites,  exemption  from  taxation,  etc., 
to  induce  manufacturers  to  build  plants  within 
their  limits.  Yet,  with  few  exceptions,  the  great  manu¬ 
facturing  plants  are  found  in  or  near  cities  which  offer 
none  of  these  gifts.  The  reasons  for  this  are  easily  seen. 
A  manufacturing  business,  in  order  to  be  successful, 
must  have  a  location  which  combines  a  number  of  ad¬ 
vantages,  natural  and  artificial.  It  must  be  conveni¬ 
ently  accessible  to  its  raw  material.  It  must  be  where 
it  can  obtain  reliable  and  economical  power.  It  must 
be  within  easy  reach  of  markets.  It  must  be  able  to 
command  an  ample  labor  supply.  It  must  be  sup¬ 
ported  by  an  adequate  banking  power. 

THIS  DESCRIBES  BUFFALO 

These  are  the  great  essentials,  recognized  universally, 
as  points  upon  which  the  general  manufacturer  must 
insist.  But  there  are  other  elements,  hardly  less  im¬ 
portant,  though  more  often  overlooked.  It  is  desirable 
that  the  land  on  which  a  plant  is  built  should  be  mode¬ 
rately  high  and  level  with  just  enough  slope  to  afford 
good  drainage,  for  a  factory  without  sewers  would  soon 
make  itself  a  pest-hole.  As  a  rule  a  great  saving  can 
be  made  in  building  if  the  plant  can  connect  with  a 
well-planned  city  sewer  system.  Another  important 
point  is  to  find  a  solid  rock  foundation,  not  too  far 
below  the  surface.  Well-paved  streets  add  greatly  to 
the  economy  of  operation  by  reducing  the  cost  of  team 
haul,  which  is  usually  a  heavy  item  of  expense  in  con¬ 
ducting  a  large  business.

They  should  not  be  subject  to  suspension  and 
the  consequent  loss  of  orders  because  of  drouth  or 
floods.

RIVAL  ROUTES  TO  SEABOARD 

No  city  has  better  transportation  facilities  than 
Buffalo.  The  map  proves  that  better  than  words  can, 
and  the  statistics  of  business  actually  handled  here 
reinforce  what  the  map  shows.  But  there  are  points 
which  may  easily  escape  even  those  who  fully  appre¬ 
ciate  the  great  advantage  afforded  by  sixteen  lines 
of  railroad  and  by  water  transportation  eastward  to 
the  seaboard  and  westward  to  the  very  heart  of  the 
continent.  One  of  these  points  is  that  there  are 
available  two  routes  to  the  seaboard,  terminating  in 
widely  separated  and  rival  ocean  ports.  .  This  is  a 
matter  which  will  be  of  more  interest  in  the  future 
than  it  is  now.  With  the  completion  of  the  barge 
canal,  the  larger  Buffalo  manufacturers  undoubtedly 
will  have  fleets  of  barges  of  their  own.  These  1,000- 
ton  boats  can  be  sent  through  the  Welland,  Lake 
Ontario,  and  the  Saint  Lawrence  River  to  Montreal  as 
well  as  through  the  Erie  Canal  to  New  York.  Thus  a 
company  manufacturing  for  the  export  trade  could 
take  advantage  of  any  cheaper  ocean  rate  that  might 
be  offered  by  the  Canadian  port  or  could  avoid  delay  in 
the  event  of  a  canal  break.  Moreover,  a  Buffalo  manu¬ 
facturer  who  has  an  export  consignment  large  enough 
to  make  a  cargo  for  a  specially  chartered  boat  can  send 
it,  without  transfer,  from  Buffalo  to  any  port  in  the 
world.  The  Canadian  canals  will  pass  vessels  of  four¬ 
teen  feet  draft.  This  ability  to  ship  independently  of 
railroads  or  of  established  steamship  lines,  even  if 
little  used,  must  always  exert  an  important  influence 
on  freight  rates.

advantages.  The  city  is  not  built  among  iron  mines 
or  coal  mines,  but  it  is  at  the  point  where  iron  ore  and 
coal  can  be  brought  together  at  the  least  cost  of  car¬ 
riage.  The  ore  comes  from  the  Lake  Superior  region 
and,  when  the  barge  canal  is  completed,  will  also  be 
shipped  here  from  the  less  famous,  but  important, 
mines  of  the  Adirondacks  and  of  Central  New  York. 
The  coal  and  coke  come  direct  from  the  mines  in 
Pennsylvania  and  there  are  extensive  limestone 
deposits  here.  It  has  been  computed  that  the  net 
advantage  in  freight  charges  of  Buffalo  over  Pittsburg 
on  the  materials  used  in  making  a  ton  of  foundry  iron 
is,  at  least,  65  cents. 

This  is  what  has  given  Buffalo  its  iron  and  steel 
plants.  But  Buffalo  is  likewise  the  natural  point  for 
grinding  the  grain  shipped  down  the  lakes  and  for 
sawing  and  planing  the  lumber  which  the  lake  boats 
carry.  In  fact,  an  attempt  to  enumerate  the  different 
kinds  of  raw  material  which  can  be  profitably  assem¬ 
bled  here  would  cover  nearly  all  the  natural  products 
of  the  country. 

REACHING  THE  BEST  MARKETS 

0 

There  is  another  branch  of  manufacturing,  however, 
which  is  receiving  much  attention.  This  is  the  working 
up  of  prepared  materials  into  finished  products  ready 
for  sale  to  the  general  public.  It  includes  such  lines 
as  the  making  of  automobiles,  the  preparation  of 
cereals,  the  building  of  mechanical  specialties,  etc. 
Such  manufacturing  is  particularly  desirable,  -for  it 
requires  the  highest  grade  of  skilled  labor,  and,  there¬ 
fore,  tends  to  build  up  a  population  of  superior  intelli¬ 
gence  and  to  make  a  rich  community.  While  the 
availability  of  raw  material  is  important  in  this  general 
manufacturing,  the  convenience  to  markets  is  the 
first  consideration.  The  saving  of  a  few  dollars  in 
freight  rates  often  makes  the  difference  between  a 
profitable  and  an  unprofitable  contract.  A  500-mile 
circle  around  Buffalo  takes  in  nearly  half  the  popula¬ 
tion  of  the  United  States  and  the  best  part  of  Canada, 
and  there  is  hardly  a  point  in  this  vast  territory  which 
is  not  reached  either  by  direct  railroad  lines  or  by 
water  route  or  by  both. 

COMING  GREATNESS 

The  logical  and  correct  conclusion  from  that  state¬ 
ment  is  that,  under  natural  conditions  relative  to  service 
and  rates,  there  is  no  point  on  the  continent  from  which 
a  larger  number  of  persons  can  be  reached  in  less  time 
or  at  less  cost  than  can  be  reached  from  Buffalo.  It  was

world  traveler  and  lecturer,  Burr  McIntosh,  on  his 
recent  visit  to  this  city,  declared  enthusiastically  that 
in  fifteen  years  Buffalo  would  be  the  second  largest 
city  in  the  United  States.  Since  that  is  the  way  our 
future  looks  to  an  outsider,  a  man  who  has  seen  every 
important  city  in  the  civilized  world,  why  should 
Buffalonians  lift  their  eyebrows  over  the  prediction? 
Why  not  set  unitedly  to  work  to  make  it  come  true  ? 

THE  PUBLIC  SERVICE  COMMISSION 

In  this  connection  it  is  not  out  of  place  to  say  that 
the  State  has  put  into  the  hands  of  Buffalo  business 
men  the  means  of  assuring  to  themselves  the  advantages 
which  naturally  belong  to  them.  The  shipper  has  only 
to  complain  to  the  Public  Service  Commission  in  order 
to  secure  prompt  investigation  and  correction  of  any 
injustice  in  rates  or  conditions  of  traffic.  One  of  the 
commissioners  is  a  Buffalo  man  and  the  chairman  lives 
in  Jamestown  and  knows  Buffalo  thoroughly.  The 
commission  has  established  a  branch  office  here  with 
an  inspector  in  charge  to  whom  complaints  of  defective 
service  may  be  made.  The  Manufacturers’  Club  and 
the  Niagara  Frontier  Shippers’  Traffic  Association 
have  already  made  free  use  of  the  opportunity  offered 
by  this  law  with  very  beneficial  results,  and  they  con¬ 
stitute  organized  forces  through  which  action  may  be 
taken.  There  is  no  other  State  in  the  Union  which  has 
such  a  Public  Service  Commission  as  this,  and  there  is 
no  other  city  in  the  State  which  is  in  position  to  benefit 
so  much  by  it. 

ELECTRIC  POWER  UNLIMITED 

This  same  Public  Service  Commission  has  control, 
not  only  over  transportation  companies,  but  also  over 
companies  handling  power  and  other  public  utilities. 
The  fact  that  its  authority  covers  gas  and  electric  com¬ 
panies  is  an  important  one  to  consider  in  discussing 
the  advantages  of  a  city  which  is  within  piping  distance 
of  both  the  Pennsylvania  and  Canadian  natural  gas 
fields,  and  obtains  gas  from  both  sources,  and  is  only 
twenty- two  miles  from  Niagara  Falls,  where  electricity 
to  the  amount  of  370,500  horse  power  is  developed. 
Buffalo  is  using  a  great  quantity  of  this  Niagara 
power  now.  It  is  the  best  power  in  the  world.  It  is 
economical.  It  is  available  in  almost  unlimited 
quantities.  It  is  one  of  Buffalo’s  best  business 
assets.  It  is  virtually  unfailing.  The  stoppages  have 
been  so  rare  that  it  may  be  said  Buffalo  manufac¬ 
turers  using  this  power  have  less  trouble  than  manu¬ 
facturers  .  elsewhere  commonly  endure  through  a 
failure  of  fuel  supply  on  account  of  strikes  in  the

coal  fields,  railroad  delays,  floods,  etc.  The  companies 
handling  it  are  under  the  management  of  Buffalo 
men,  who  are  themselves  enthusiasts  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  Buffalo. 

And  when  all  this  has  been  said,  the  Buffalonian  does 
not  have  to  stop  there.  He  can  also  point  out  that  if, 
at  any  time,  conditions  should  not  be  satisfactory  the 
State  has  given  to  Buffalo  business  men  the  machinery 
for  securing  a  remedy. 

COMPETITION  IN  COAL 

Moreover,  Buffalo  taps  the  coal  fields  by  means  of 
five  distinct  and  competitive  lines  of  coal-carrying 
railroads.  The  price  of  coal  here  is  usually  cheaper 
than  anywhere  else  outside  the  mining  districts. 

RECORD  OF  THE  BANKS 

The  record  of  Buffalo  during  the  money  stringency 
of  last  year  is  the  best  possible  evidence  of  the  strength 
and  soundness  of  its  banking  power.  No  clearing 
house  certificates  were  used  here.  There  were  no 
deferred  payrolls.  Accommodations  were  at  all  times 
available  to  the  prudent  business  man.  Buffalo  came 
through  the  stress  with  less  inconvenience  than  any 
other  city  in  the  country.  A  manufacturing  business 
cannot  be  conducted  at  all  without  good  banks  to  sup¬ 
port  it.  Buffalo  has  such  banks. 

GENERAL  ADVANTAGES 

Buffalo  is  on  high,  firm  ground,  with  no  quicksands 
underneath,  but  a  solid  rock  foundation  which,  in 
places,  comes  so  near  the  surface  that  this  is,  perhaps, 
the  only  large  city  in  the  world  where  quarrying  is  an 
important  industry.  The  population  figures  are  proof 
of  the  adequacy  of  the  labor  supply.  The  sewerage 
system  is  complete.  No  streets  which  carry  any 
important  traffic  are  left  unpaved,  and  macadam 
highways,  built  by  the  State  and  county,  now  reach 
for  miles  into  the  surrounding  country  from  every  im¬ 
portant  entrance  to  the  city.  All  Lake  Erie  is  avail¬ 
able  for  water  supply.  One  of  the  largest  pumping 
plants  in  the  United  States  is  now  in  operation  and  a 
duplicate  plant  is  under  construction.  In  addition  to 
a  very  complete  city  and  suburban  trolley  system, 
there  are  three  steam  railroad  belt  lines  offering  manu¬ 
facturing  sites  with  trackage  all  around  the  city,  and  a 
fourth  is  under  way  that  will  also  extend  along  the 
Niagara  River  to  accommodate  plants  built  there.
